80 effectively in the Western countries 
on the grounds that he ig defenceless 
against both Israel or the Arab states. 
If Jordan has the courage and the 
ability to take an independent stand it 
has everything to gain from genuine 
talks. But it should not be forgotten 
that if there indeed are contacts, they 
have come mainly because Hussein has 
no prestige left to lose. Once he can 
present himself as the indomitable Arab 
King who succeeded in talking Israel 
out of the security zone it won in a 
hitter war, then this same prestige will 
also tempt him to return to threats of 
the destruction of Israel, and attempts 
to harm where he cannot destroy. 

There can be only one target for 
talks: a peace agreement guaranteed 
and protected by open borders and the 
kind of co-existence that has slowly

The White House sought on Wednes- 
day to discourage expectations of an im- 
minent halt in the air and naval attacks 
on North Vietuam.

Flowever, its etatement 
promised that newsmen would “be in- 
formed prompfly” if and when a break 
came. 

Officials became unusually secretive on 
the subject of a bombing halt after re- 
ports came In from Saigon that one was 
imminent. They acknowledged there had 
been some undisclosed discussions betwcen 
North Vietnamese and U.S. negotiators,

Nobel Prize to Japanese 
writer, Yasurani Kawabata 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). — Japanese author 
Yasunari Kawabata was awarded the No- 
bel Prize for Literature yesterday. The 
Nobel Prize Committee said Kawabata 
was honoured “for his narrative mastery, 
which with great sensibility expresses the 
essence of the Japanese mind.” 

Among his most important works are 
“Snow Country” (1935), “One Thousand 
Cranes" (1949) and “Kyoto” (1962). 

Kawabata, 68, is 2 novelist of enormous 
popularity and influence in the Japanese 
literary world. A frail man with a lined 
face and hair turning gray, he is noted 
for his lyric and poetic writing style. 

Born on June 11, 1899, in Osaka, Ka- 
wabata was orphaned at the age of three 
and brought up by his grandfather, who 
died when Kawabata was 46. After that 
the boy was on his own. He managed to 
keep up his education and graduated from

‘NEW YORK. — Negotiations for the sale of Phantoms will hegin next week, 


U.S. sources disclosed here. Talks were to start between Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Israel Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin in the middle of this ‘week, bat 2 
mags visit of Foreign Ministers fying to Washington from the U.N, hag over- 


loaded Mr. Rusk’s schedule. 

State Department officials dismiss spe- 
culations, published by one columnist ear- 
lier this week, that President Johnson's 
instructions to begin negotiations with 
Israel are a “stalling tactic.” They point 
out that stalling at this stage would 
exacerbate U.S.-Israel relations more than 
did the long delay in granting the Israeli 
application for Phantoms, They agree with 
Premier Levi Eshkol’s interpretation that 
Mr, Johnson's decision is a step forward 
toward Israel's receipt of supersonic 
planes. There is no question that by "su- 
personics," Phantoms are meant. 

Disagreement in the negotiations might 
possibly emerge over the issue of timing. 
While Israel is expected to stress the ur- 
Bency of delivery, the U.S) may argue 
that Phantoms are scarce and are needed 
elsewhere as well. 

Financial terms are not likely to pro- 
duce any stumbling block. It will be 
mostly cash, with some credit arrange- 
ments. 

INA reported later that the State De- 
partment indicated yesterday that Israel 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban is seeking 
an appointment with Mr: Rusk to enter 
the pending negotiations on the sale of 
Phantom jets. 

Defence Department sources reported, 
however, that Mr. Rusk would lke to 
defer negotiations until a new Adminis- 
tration is elected. Then a “new look” 
would involve broader diplomatic objec- 
tives including such matters a9 Israeli po- 
licy on occupied territories and adherence 
to the nuclear non-proliferation treaty, 
the sources said. 

EBAN INTEREST 

Mr. Rusk has apparently welcowed an 
opportunity to defer the Rabin meeting 
ἴῃ favour of more complex and broader 
discussions with Mr. Eban now that the 
latter has shown an interest in them, 
sources said, : 

Meanwhile, Col. Robert 5, AHen, syn- 
dicated columnist who frequently writes 
on military matters, wrote yesterday in 
8 Washington paper there were “obvious 
stalling manoeuvres” now evident in the 
State Department on the Phantom nego- 
tiations. Col. Allen, who has contact with

After the press conference, Peyton Gor- 
don, head of the U.S, team, said that the 
behaviour of Smith and Carlos cailed for 
“severe sanctions,” and that he thought 
that the two should be permanently re- 
ic team. 

But the Chairman of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee, Carl Ruby, did not think apy 
sanctions would be imposed.

summoned reporters and cameramen to 
hig lavish apartments at the summit 
of the Royal Garden Hotel. Ὶ 

He is staying there for about a 
month, with an entourage of 50, 200 
items of luggage and two dogs, in 
five suites and 25 double rooms, which 
cost £560 a day, for a medical check- 
up on his knee. Σ 

His 24-hour English bodyguards, 
white-capped and gloved, taciturn and 
truncheon-toting, checked everybody's 
credentials suspiciously. Arab janis- 
sarles from the King's party lurked 
In the background. Soft drinks were 
served to sult Moslem susceptibilities. 

After half an hour of subdued wait- 

, the King's political officer and 
Press adviser cried: “His Majesty is 
coming, and I would like you to 
stand.” And the ex-King of Arabia, 
whose wealth even in exile is in- 
estimable and a perpetual source of 
curiosity to the press, was wheeled in 
hy. obsequlous acolytes in an invalid 
chair behind his customary huge pair 
of dark glasses. 

He was wearing the white and gold 
Arab head-dress, and brown robes em- 
hroidered with gold. A formidable red 
jewel winked on his little finger, and 
his hands played ceaselessly with a 
string of red beads. 

He said “Good Morning," but the rest 
of the interview was conducted through 
hig personal secretary, interpreter, and 
son-in-law, Abdurahman Al Ghuneim, 
aliag Al Khonaim. There was perpe- 
tual official disagreement about the 
English spelling of Arabian names. 
"They keep on changing it.” an ele- 
gant English gitl press officer walled. 

The question, typed on an electric 
typewriter by a royal stenographer, 
would be handed up. The King and his 
son-in-law would go into a long Cabi- 
net huddle murmurous with deep de- 
sert camp-fire voices. And eventually 
the royal answer would emerge, often 
with something of a thud of anti- 
climax. 

The former King said that it was 
still his intention to return to Saudi

Arabia ag ruler. He described his 
quarrel with King Faisal by an Arab- 
jan proverb: “In summer there comes 
ἃ cloud and.it prevents the rays of 
the sun to come down. What is be- 
tween ug fs just ἃ summer cloud, 
which we hope will go very soon," 
But his eventual return was “only in 
the hands of God, and only God can 
know the future," 

Looking back on his life, did he 
have any regrets? “Hig Majesty re- 
grets that his family took this deci- 
sion that he should leave the country. 
His Majesty thinks very much that 
thiy decision was unwise.” 

Speculation was brought tentatively 
around to the numbers of the former 
King's wives and children. “I can only 
assure you that reports of this are 
very much exaggerated; and that this 
is τ very, very, personal question to 
ask.” 

Oblique questions about the royal 
finances, and about the safes full of 
bullion as glittering as Aladdin’s cave 
which the former King Js alleged by 
romantics to cart around with him on 
his travels, were also dismissed as 
very: personal. 

Sone unexceptionable political platl- 
tudes were murmured. The Arabs 
would welcome # peaceful settlement of 
the war with Israel, but Israel] must 
first withdraw from the occupied ter- 
ritories. He is grafeful to President 
Nasser and the Egyptian people for 
the welcome they have given him to 
his new home, and the very quiet and 
happy life he leads there. He is in 
Britain “only seeking medical] treat- 
ment for my knee; my general health 
ly very good, thanks be to God."

gotry, Adolph Hitler launched his 
remorseless juggernaut agalnst the rights 

of man in Germany and other countries, 

To and against the principles of Liberty, 
Equality and Fraternity proclaimed in 

1789, Many were the voices raised in 
angry protest. 

‘When hig acts of aggression plunged 
the world into a new global war, still 
more numerous were those who saw the 
conflict as “a crusade for fundamental 
_Mights and freedoms" and vowed that, 
even before the war was ended, the res- 
pect and protection of Auman rights 
shenld he inscribed alongside Peace itaclf 
amongst the fundamental aims of the 
.new world organization already foreseen, 
thereby eliminating the weaknesses of 

. the Covenant of the former League of 
Nations. The San Francisco Conference, 
convened in the epring of 1945 to draft

Commisson, in the spring of 1943, was 
the really decisive one. It was then that 
the Preamble and the final Articles of 
the draft Declaration. were adopted, due

Men, and most important of ali, that the 
Commission decided to give equal empha- 
sig to two sets of nights: civil and poll- 
tical rights (often known as “rights of 
‘option”) om the one hand, aad economic, 
Social and cuitural rights (or “rights of 
claim”) on the other. It farther specified 
in 5 covering’ Article {Article 22) that 
the realization of the economic, social

Realities short of ideals 


Yn short, the Declaration sets forth an 
ideal of achievement and marks out the 
gulde-tines for ἃ vast programme of po- 
sitive action. 

But a glance al the realities of life 
today is enough to show that they ‘fall 
far short of the ideal. No country, not 
even the most advanced, can pride itself 
on all the Articles of the Dec- 
laration.

Preamble, the principal measures that 
can be taken to counfer such abuses. 
Foremost amongst these are teaching and 
education, pot only of the young but of 
persons of al! ages. Here Unesco has 
had a vital role to play. 


But this is not the only road open for 
action. There are national measures that 
are the primary responsibility of fovern- 
ments but which can be carried out with 
che support and cooperation of different 
agencies of the United ations family: 
there are many international measures 
— measures of prevention, measures of 
review, and if need be, measures of 
censure and punishment. 


It took the Commission on Human 
Rights six years (from 1948 to 1954) 
and the General Assembly e further thir- 
teen years (from 1954 to December 16, 
1966) firet to draft and then to consider 
and adopt the two great Covenants which 
complete the United Nations Charter of 
Human Rights. 

‘The provisions contained In these Cove- 
nants are not only binding op each State 
party thereto but provide for interna- 
tonal machinery to enaits that all 
States live up to their obligations under 
the Covenants, as well as appropriste 
machinery for action on violations fol- 
lowing complainte by States or indivi- 
duals. 

But bere too it will certainly take a 
long time before these Covenants are 
ratified by enough countries to enter 
into force (35 ratifications are needed 
for each Protocol), unlesa public opinion 
in each country ig mohilized to bring 
strong’ pressure on governments to speed 
ratification, Nor can the Charter of Hu- 
man Rights become ἃ real force unless 
peraiatent efforts are meds by world pub- 
ie opinion to ‘ender ita applicstion ef- 
fective everywhere. 


Must retain faith 


all persons who have euffered mistreat- 
ment or persecution in any form, and 
for non-religious as well as religious 
groups everywhere. 

But the influenca of the Declaration 
will certainly continue to grow in the 
years to come, for it is founded on the 
principle of the unity of mankind and 
the dignity of the individual person. 
Though regarded by some as little more 
than an adjunct to the United Narions 
Charter, the Universial Deciaration of Hi- 
men Rights incarnates U.e more) prin- 
ciples of our tims, and 45 much, stands 
as a jasting monument towering above 
nations] constitutions snd the statutes of 
all international sgencies which must 
now perforce evolve and change. 

The birth of the Universal Declaration 
marks a tuming point in world history. 
No longer can we allow the cries of 
the oppressed to be stifled by brutality 
or be lost in a maze of red tape. All 
the more reason why the court of man's 
conscience, though besieged by many ap- 
peais, must not allow itself to turn a deaf 
ear to these pleas, and must organize 
its counteraction with increased ‘vigour.

Frustrated youth may rebel 
again one day, but for the moment :nost 
Brunejans seem ready to sink back :nto 
the comfortingly familiar mixture of des- 
potiem and colonial dependence that their 
sultans advocate. 

More technical and administrative Betisn 
expatriates have been brought back to 
help manage affairs, and the development 
progranime ig making progress. The oid 
ultra-conservative courtiers in the Legis- 
lative Council] continue to control the oil 
revenue. The Gurkhas remain until 1970. 
The formula works. Brunei is at peace, 
and prospers. Allah gives ofl, Who needs 
democracy?

HAIFA. — The results of ionosphere research carried out through the reception 
of signals from American earth satellites by the Haifa radio observatory of the 
National Committee for Space Research will be read at the Electronics Engineers' 
Convention starting in Tel Aviv next week, The Jerusalem Post learned yester- 


day that two papers on the subject will 
be read by the Director of the observa- 
tory, Dr, Jonathan Mass, and his as- 
sistant Mr. Zvi Huminer, 

The observatory carries out. studies of 
the effect of the ionosphere on ‘radio’ 
waves, changes of the ionosphere’s charac- 
teristics on different days and in different 
seasons, and its genera] behaviour. Radio 

* waveg ate reflected from the ionosphere, 
which is the upper layer of the earth's 
atmosphere, thug making long range 
short-wave wireless communication pos- 
sible. : 

Mr. Huminer told your reporter that 
‘the research was carried out with signals 
received from the 22 and 27 
satellites, as well as from the communi- 
cationg satellite, Bird. By measur- 
ing the time it takes for the signals to 
reach the station and distortions on their 
way down, light ig shed on the ionosphere’s 
behaviour. ᾿ ΝΣ ᾿ 


ASPOLLO ‘NOT INTERESTING’ 

-In answer to questions, Mr. Huminer 
told The Post that they had not received 
any signala from the Apollo spaceship 
now circling the earth “because we are 
not interested in them for our purposes.” 
However, they do occasionally receive 
signals from the Soviet Cosmog satellites, 
picking up the satellites’ transmission 
beacons which keep the ground controllers 
informed of the satellites’ progress and 
position. These beacons broadcast on car- 
rier waves that are constant, and contain - 
inofrmation, which is transmitted to the 
ground tracking stations on special fre- 
quencies and in code. The frequencies.used | 
by the Soviets for their transmission bea- 
cong are known, as they were published . 
in the early days of the Cosmog series. 

The Cosmos satellites serve efther scien- 
tifle or spying purposes, The latter usual- . 
ly stay in orbit for eight to 12 days, 
and then return to earth in Russia, with 
the photos they have taken of objects on

The third group 
inspected Kfar Ruppin, which also was 
within earshot of the firing along the 
border the night before. 

While these members of the UJA's 
14th annual Study Mission toured the 
Beisan Valley, the remaining Americans 
in the 450-member party were in the 
Golan Heights. 

The Mission members in Beisan 
learned the precise nature of the hostil- 
ities in the area from Aluf David Elazar, 
who took a few minutes from his north- 
em command post to brief the group. 
His audience in the community centre 
at Kibbutz Ma’agan responded with 
gasps of surprise when he announced: 
“There ig a battle under way at this very 
Moment, and six saboteurs have been 
killed south of the places you visited 
today." It was several minutes before it 
was quiet enough for Aluf Elazar to 
continue, 

He answered two questions from the 
audience, and then he sald he must leave. 
He received a standing ovation. 

Later, Mr, Edward Ginsberg, General 

Chairman of the UJA and leader of the 
Study Mission, sald that “So long as we 
can travel in relative safety, we will con- 
tinue our way through Israeli so that we 
ean return home with an accurate, first- 
hand description of the continuing emer- 
gency." 
. On Wednesday, the Mission received an 
authoritative report on Israel's occupation 
policies, which were described as aimed 
at breaking the wall of Arab hatred sur- 
rounding Israel

This was in addition to three 
batteries, sets of civiliam clothing, the 
Jordanian money (150 dinars), elght spare 
pairs of shoes as well as large quantities 
of food.

Efforts to resume 
Jerusalem’s night 
pharmacy service 


{ Jerusalem Post Reporter 


Health Ministry officials and Jerusalem 
pharmacists are to meet again mext week 
jn an effort to break the deadlock that 
has left the western part of the city 
without night pharmacy service for over 
four months. . 

Thirteen private pharmacists in West 
Jerusalem discontinued night duty in June 
because of the refusal of Kupat Holim 
pharmacies — which, they ciaim, get 85 
per cent of the total business — to share 
in the emer; night coaster. Kupat 
Holim claims it has no staff for this pur- 
pose. 

A. private pharmacist told The Post 
yesterday that big colleegues would be 
willing to resume night service if Kupat 
Holim members were allowed to get thelr 
prescriptions filled at any pharmacy. 

There is now one pharmacy on night 
duty — in Bast Jerusalem — for the 
city's quarter of a million residents. It 
closes at 10 pm, after which the pur- 
chaser must hunt down the pharmacist's 
home and the address is not always casy 
to find. Nine East Jerusalem pharmacists 
rotate duty. 

The Magen David Adom station is open 
round the clock, Health Ministry circles 
pointed out yesterday, although they ad- 
mitted that this was not a permauent 
solution, They hoped some of the private 
phermacista would volunteer to restore 
night service perhaps against “some ad- 
ditional payment." A spokesman added 
that any pharmacist could be approached 
at home at any time if the customer had 
@ doctor's prescription. The pharmacist 
was required by law to fill it,

U.N.’s ‘DOUBLE STANDARD’ 


ON JEWS 


TEL AVIV. — Chief Rabbi Yitzhak Nis- 
sim yesterday charged that “the U.N. is 
keeping silent over the oppression and 
torture of helpless Jews in Arab coun- 
tries, yet refuses to send 8. special envoy 
‘to examine their plight. Instead it wants 
to send an envoy to examine the situation 
of Arabs in Israel's administered territo- 
ries. Such a double standard merely ἀϊ- 
minishes the prestige of the U.N.” 

‘The Chief Rabbi was speaking at an 
assembly convened by the Israel section 
of the world Jewish congress at Belt So- 
kolow to protest the plight of Jewish rem- 
nants in the Arab countries. Police Min- 
ister Eliahu Sasson noted Israel's appeals 
to the U.N. to help stop the persecution 
of Jews in Arab lands, comparing their

Histadrut to seek 
‘closed shop’ law.

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut intends calling for legislation whereby all contracts 
and orders from the Government, Government companies and public enterprises 
will be awarded only to companies that have signed collective contracts 
with Histadrut trade unions. This was announced by the head of the organiza- 
tion Department, Mr. Natan Almoslino, at yesterday's meeting of the Histadrut 


Executive here, 

Mr, Almoslino was outlining measures 
aimed at union membership 
and blocking drop-outs. Another proposal 
was that Histadrut companies keep a 
“closed shop”, refusing employment to 
anyone not a registered Member. 

Histadrut membership had passed the 
990,000 line, increasing in 1968 by 30,000 
persons. However, Mr. Almoslino com- 
plained there are 80,000 unorganized 
‘wage-earners in Israel, Most of them in 
professiona] and semi-professional cate- 
gories. He was disappointed that 5,000 civil 
servants did not belong to the Histadrut, 
nor most of the Discount Bank staff, 
while 2,500 teachers were outside the 
Federation, Histadrut membership was 
lowest among the 20-26 age group, where 
many of the better paid leave because 
they do not like Kupat Holim services. 

He wes highly critical of the present 
inflexible structure of the Histadrut 
pudget, which prevents allocationg for 
work among likely candidates. 

Histadrut Secretary-General ‘Aharon 
Becker earlier on swore in five of the 
seven membets of the newly: created 
Histadrut Controllers Commission, which 
will assist Histadrut ControMer ‘Yosef 
Avidar. The Commission chairman is Mr.
